For the Good or Weuicn.- 

-No one who listens to the' reasons given 
by the superior class for. the continuance ot 
any kind of subjection can fail to be im- 
pressed with tho noble disinterestedness of 
mankind. When the subjection of persona 
of African descent was to be maintained, 
the good of those persons was always tho 
main object. When it was the fashion to 
beat children, to regard them as little ani- 
mals who had no rights, it was always for 
their good that they were treated with 
severity, and. never on account of the bad 
temper of their parents. Hence, when it 
is proposed to give"-" the women of thia 
country equality of political righta, "it is 
not surprising to find that the reasons on 
which the continuance of the inferiority of 
women is urged, are drawn almost entirely 
from a tender consideration of their own 
good. The anxiety felt lest they should 
thereby -deteriorate, would be an honor to 
human nature were it not an historical fact 
that the same sweet solicitude has been put 
ab a barrier against every progress which 
women have made since civilization began. 

If suffrage by a right, if it he true that 
no man has a right to govern any other 
man except to the extent that the other 
man haa a right to govern him, then there 
can bo no discussion of the question of 
woman suffrage. No reason on earlh can 
be given by those who claim suffrage as a 
right of manhood which does not make it 
n right of womanhood also. If the suffrage 
is to be given man to protect him in hi a 
life, liberty and property, the samo reasons 
urgo that it be given to woman, for she 
has tho same life, liherly and property to 
protect. If it. be urged that her interests 
are so bound up in those of man that they 
ore sure to be protected, the answer is that 
the same argument was urged as to the 
merging in the husband of the wife's right 
of property, and was pronounced by the 
judgment of mankind fallacious in prac- 
tice -and in principle. If the nalures of 
men and women are so alike that for this 
reason no harm ia done by suppressing 
women, what harm can be done uy»oJevat- 
ing them to equality? If the natures aro 
different, what right can there be in refus- 
ing representation' to those who might 
tako juBter' views about many" social and 
political questions? 

It is sometimes asserted that women now 
have a greater influence in politics through 
their husbands and brothers. Tbii iB un- 
doubtedly true. But that ib juBt the kind 
of influence which is not wholesome for the 
community, for it ia ■ influence unaccom- 
manied by responsibility, People 'Orja al- 
ways ready to recommend to others what 
they "would not do themselves.

Police with II til let*. 

Oapt. George 1W. Sfcrcctor, tho "eqiint* 
ter" who clninis a considerable tract of 
land on the lake front In Chicago, Invad- 
ed the disputed territory with armed men 
Saturday, The men carried Springfield' 
rifles, nud with fixed bayonets they be- 
gan patrolling the boundaries • of tho 
tract. They had with-' them n Galling 
gun and defied tho police. A. clash be- 
tween the Irivndcrs and tho police occur- 
red early In the dny, and shots were fired 
on both aides. The police retired nnd 
ilicn orders were issued by- Chief of Po- 
llen Tvlploy for BOO men with a Gutting 
gun to go (0 the district. Sheriff Mnger- 
stadt with 100 deputies nlao hurried to 
the Bcene, The Stnte militia' was nsked 
to furnish men to mnu the Catling gun. 
Sixty rliles nnd sixty - rounds of- ammu- 
nition wero sent to the East Chicago 
police station, 

Late In the nftcrnbon a fire boat, with 
a Catling gun aboard, was dispatched up 
Lake; Michigan to mnlte a demonstration 
from that side, and to cut off thp escape 
of Strceter's men by means of their 
yacht. The army of policemen and the 
Improvised warship descended on Onpt. 
Stroetc'r's followers and n portion of them 
BUrtendercd to. the park police, while tho 
remainder mndc their escape.

The 
Transvaal capital has been considered 
"impregnable." It is certainly so situat- 
ed nnd fortified that, had the Boers chos- 
en to defend It, n protrnelcd siege nnd 
much sacrifice of life nnd rronaure would 
have hecn required for its reduction. " 



The Methodists Refuse to Chance tlie 
Cliurch'B Attitude. 

Tho Methodist . general conference lo 
Chicago, after two duys-of turmoil, dodg- 
ed the -amusement question. -On Satur- 
day the minority report of the commit- 
tee, favoring no change in the discipline 
as to dancing, (heater going, etc., was 
odoptcd by u vote of 1133 to JJ90. When 
the vote was announced in the conferenco 
Monday a motion was made that the re- 
port he laid on the table. This was. 
agreed to by a vote of 250 to 25U, end tho 
presiding bishop ruled thnt the matter : 
was no longer before the house, PrnctK, 
cally the question stnuda us it stood when 
tho conference met; technically the con- 
ference hna voted against a report to 
leave the discipline unchanged. 

This action leaves the con troycray. open 
and was reached in opposition to tho 
advice of the majority of a committee 
guided by cx-Gov, Pnttison of Pennsyl- 
vania, and after a stormy debnte., The 
majority of the committee, headed by ox- 
Gov. Fattlson, presented a report to 
strike from the trial code mention, of 
specific amusements, und to add to the 
chapter of "Special Advices" on affirma- 
tion of the church's historic -attitude to- 
ward worldly dlverBoiona. The minority 
recommended that no action be tnken. 

Having transacted all the business that 
bad accumulated, the conference Tuesday 
ndjourned. Before the 750 ministers and 
laymen I11Hltendnn.ee as delegates closed 
the session and departed for their homes 
in every part of tho "United States nnd in 
foreign countries of every continent, t.'icy 
rushed through a number of smaller mat- 
ters of business left over from the earlier 
days of the session. But many members 
of the conference Jhad gone a way and tha 
galleries were almost empty, so that in- 
terest in the subjucts voted on was small..
